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STRIKE: TRANSFER 
TE UP COMPLETE 


Team Owners Reject All the 
Demands of the Union 
Men Except for Some Con- 
cession as to Hours; Will- 
ing to Give Sundays Off. 

NONUNION DRIVERS TO 

BE PUT ON TOMORROW 


Advertisements in St. Louis 
and Chicago Newspapers 
for Negroes to Drive 
Teams; Picketing Devel- 
‘ops in the Afternoon. 


At noon today about 1500 St. Louis 
teamsters, members of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, 
were out on 


strike. and virtually all the transfer 
business of the city was at a standstill. 
The shipping departments of many large 
downtown firms, including the shoe fac- 
tories, wholesale stores and other fac- 
tories, were completely tied up. 

John T. McCarthy, superintendent of 
the St. Louis Transfer Co. and chair- 
man of the Defense Committee of the 
principal employers, announced that the 
demands of the union for an increased 
pay scale had been finally rejected. The 
owners would make some concessions 
in the matter of hours and minor con- 
ditions of employment, he sal but 
would go no further. They will give 
the strikers until tomorrow to decide 
what they will do before attempting to 
replace them by nonunion drivers. 

New Schedule Demanded. 

The proposed new schedule over which 
the difficulty has arisen is ag follows: 

For drivers of one-horse wagons, $12.50 


horse, more than 5000 pounds, from $16 
to $18; three-horse, $17.20 to $22; four- 
torse, $18.40 to $25. 

“The loca] teamsters’ union voted a 
to strike if their demands 
** win and oniy 
‘ sanction by the National Exev- 
tive Committee before taking action. 
This sanction was given’ last night by 
D. J. Tobin, national president, who left 
‘the matter entirely in the hands of the 
local organization. 

When it was time for the men to go 
to work this morning, virtually all of 
them refused to do so. The team own- 


the St. Louis Transfer Co., where 
George J. Tansey, the active head of 
the organization, reported upon his last 
talk with the union men. 

Awaited Owners’ Decision. 

In the meanwhile the teamsters’ lead- 
ers waited for word of what the owners 
would do. John Duggan, secretary and 
treasurer of the loca) organization, vis - 
ited various groups of strikers near the 
principal transfer stations. The atti- 
tude of the strikers was that it was for 
the owners to act. 

The Defense Committee determined 
early to find out if possible the ex- 
tent of the movement. Requests 
were sent to all firms in the associa- 
tion to instruct drivers to go to the 
offices of the St. Louis Transfer Co. 
for a load. It was expected that 
those who did appear at the Transfer 
company warehouse would be called 
out by union delegates there. 

Invariably, however, the men re- 
fused to do even this. The men sim- 
ply drove their wagons to the stables 
and walked away. McCarthy said at 
11 o'clock “there is not a transfer 


MoCarthy declared that at the confer- 
ence it had been agreed that the own- 
ers would take any driver into their 
employ, whether he belongs to the union 
or not, regardless of the strike. They 
were willieg to consent to a shorter 
working day, but not to a 10-hour day, 
he sald, because the exigencies of their 
business make it difficult to adopt any 
définite number of hours for a day's 
work. a 


Willing to Give Sundays Oft. 

The owners, according to McCarthy, 
are willing to give the men their Sun- 
days off and to notify them the night 
before when they are not expected to 
work the next morning, so as to save 
them a needless trip to the stables. It 
had been decided to give the strikers 
plenty of time to think the matter over, 
he udded, and for this reason substitute 
drivers would not be put to work until 
tomorrow. 


The strike directly affects 60 transfer 
companies, which do most of the haul- 
ing for downtown St. Louis. There was 
little excitement around any of the barns 
this urerning, although, as a precaution- 
aty measure, four policemen were sent 
to the St. Louis Transfer Co. stables 
and four to the Columbia Transfer Co.

Ponce said that the business had been 
reduced very much by the absence of 
Americans from Europe and the fact 
that EXDnglish women, with no festivi- 
tles and submerged by a wave of econ- 
omy, were buying only elothes, not 
dresses.

COUPLE RECONCILED 
AFTER WIFE TAKES 
POISON AT HOTEL 


Chicago Woman Tries to End 
Life Here When Husband 
Refuses to Kiss Her. 


HER CONDITION SERIOUS 


Charles Strieby Goes to Hospital 
and Gives Her Kiss He Be- 
fore Refused Her. 


Mrs. Nellie Strieby, A years old, a 
wife of seven months, swallowed a dis- 
infectant solution in a room at the War- 
wick Hotel, Fifteenth and Locust streets, 
at 3:10 this morning, after her husband, 
Charles Strieby of Chicago, refused to 
kiss her. 

She was reconciled with her husband 
at the city hospital shortly before noon, 
ii being supposed at that time that she 


was dying. About 1 o’clock she rallied, 
and was able to drink a glass of milk. 
She was still in a serious condition, 
physicians said. 

Strieby, who is an automobile sales- 
man, and Mrs. Strieby’s sister, Mrs. 
Frances Milbourne of Springfield, III., 
were with her a moment before she 
swallowed the poison, and both were 
taken to police headquarters for tem- 
porary detention, while the police inves- 
tigated the case. They were released at 
11 o’clock and immediately went to the 
hospital. 

Couple Are Reconciled. 

There they found the Rev. Father A. 
Neppel, eae chaplain of the hospi- 
tal, administering the last sacrament 
to the sinking woman. She extended 
her arms feebly toward her husband, 
and he gave her the kiss which, a few 
hours before, he had refused to give. 

Strieby told the police that his wife 
had left him—had first gone to the home 
of her mother, Mrs. Mary Freel, in 
Springfield, and had then come to St. 
Louis without letting him or her own 
family know where she. fad gone. 

He said she registered at the Welling- 
ton Hotel, 715 Pine street, as Mrs. Nel- 
lie Hunter. He learned this, he said, 
after he had been summoned to St. 
Louis by a letter from a business friend, 
who wrote him that his wife was here. 
He got the letter Wednesday and took 
the next train to St. Lo wis. 

Strieby said he found his wife at the 
Wellington, and that he then tele- 
graphed her sister, Mrs. Milbourne, 70 
come here from Springfield, telling her 
it was a family matter. She came, and 
tried to arrange a meeting yesterday 
at the Planters Hotel, at which Strieby 
and his wife might talk over their 
troubles, but the wife refused to go 
there. Later, Mrs. Milbourne persuaded 
Mrs. Strieby to go to the Warwick, 
where Strieby engaged a room for the 
two women. 


Confer Until 3 A. M. 

Strieby visited his wife and Sister-in- 
law in their room, and he and his wife 
talked over their previous difficulties 
without reaching any definite conclu- 
sion. The conference lasted until 3 a. 
m. and Strieby then said he would g 
to his room. 


Mrs. Strieby, he told the police, offered 
to kiss him, but he told her that he 
would have to wait’ until a better un- 
derstanding was reached before he 
would kiss her. He then went out, and 
Mrs. Milbourne began to undress. At 
the same time the wife went into the 
bathroom adjoining her :o0om, carrying 
au hand bag, and a moment later her 
sister heard her fall on the floor. She 
found that she had swallowed nearly 
two ounces of lysol, a disinfectant.

ELECTRIC RATES 


Union Company Manager Says 
Reduction Will Save Con- 
sumers $50,000 a Year. 


EFFECTIVE SEPT. 15 


User May Get Considerable Por- 
tion of Current at 3 Cents a 
Kilowatt Hour. 


Reductions in residence and commer- 
cial electric light and power rates, 
which will save present consumers of 
electricity between 350,000 and $60,000 a 


year, according to Vice President and 
General Manager A. C. Einstein of the 
Union Electric Light and Power Co., 
were announced today. 

The new rates which will go into 
effect Sept. 15, will result in a reduo- 
tion of from 10 to 20 per cent in the 
bills of residence consumers, depending 
upon the amount of current used. 

The new rates will enable residence 
consumers to get a considerable por- 
tion of their electricity at 3 cents a 
kilowatt hour. Manager Einstein esti- 
mated that 19 per cent of the entire 
consumption would be on the 3-cent 
rate. 

The new residence rate will be 10 
cents a kilowatt hour for the first four 
kilowatt hours consumed each month 
for each of the first four active rooms, 
and 2% kilowatt hours for each activa 
room over four; 6 cents a kilowatt hou 
for additional energy consumed in ex- 
cess of that paid for at the primary rats 
until a total of 7 «kilowatt hours for 
each active room per month shall have 
been used, and 8 cents a kilowatt hour 
for all use in excess of 7 kilowatt hours 
per active room. 

How Cost Is Computed. 

For the flat dweller having three 
bedrooms, a hall, dining room and 
kitchen—the dining room and kitchen 
being classified as active rooms, the 
new residence rate will work out: 

Eight kilowatt hours at 10 
cents, 80 cents. 
Six kilowatt hours at 6 cents, 

36 cents. 

Ten kilowatt hours at 3 cents, 

30 cents. 

A consumer of this class will, with 
the 5 per cent discount, be able to 
get 24 kilowatt hours of current for 
$1.41 a month, a little les than 6 
cents a kilowatt hour. The greater 
the consumption, the lower the aver- 
age rate will be. 

Manager Einstein announced that 
when the company obtains 65,000 cus- 
tomers the primary rate will de re- 
duced from 10 cents to 9 cents a kilo- 
watt hour; to 8% cents when 70,000 cus- 
tomers are obtained, and to 8 cents 
when 75,000 customers are on the books 
of the company. Reductions are also 
promised in the secondary steps of the 
rate as the number of customers u- 
creases. 

How Have 62,000 Customers. 

Einstein said the company now has 
approximately 62,000 customers, and that 
the 65,000 mark should be reached with- 
in a few months, and the 75,000 within 
a year. His compilations show that 
only about one-third of the 120,000 house- 
holders in St. Louis are consumers of 
electricity, the company now having 
about 40,000 residence consumers and 
20,000 commercial consumers. 

It would continue to be the policy of 
the electric company, Einstein said, to 
reduce the electric light rates in St 
Louis so as to give consumers electric- 
ity at the lowest possible rates. 

The widespread introduction of elec- 
trica: appliances, such as cookers, toast- 
ers, heaters, perculators and ranges, has 
created a real demand for cheaper elec- 
tricity, and the company expects thet 
the 3-cent rate will greatly stimulate 
the consumption of electricity, he said. 
Under the new rate schedule, Einstein 
said that the small consumer would get 
the benefit of the 3-cent rate on a small 
er consumption than the owner of a 
large house. 

Changes in Commercial Rate. 

Several changes were made in the com- 
mercial lighting and power rates. The 
schedule under which 250 kilowatt hours 
use per month was charged at 10 cents, 
and all over 250 at 9% cents, was changed 
so that the consumer will pay 10 cents 
for the first 20 kilowatt hours a month, 
8 cents for the next 20; 6 cents for 
the next 200, and all over 600 at 4 cents. 
The exclusive power service schedule 
which provided an 8, 6, 5, 4 and 3 cent 
rate was canceled and a new schedule 
put into effect under which the first 200 
kilowatt hours will be billed at 6 cents, 
next 200 at 5 cents, next 200 at 4 cepts 
end all over 600 at 3 cents The month- 
ly minimum was also :educed from 7 
cents to 50 cents a horse-power. 


RALPH PULITZER IN AEROPLANE 
FLIGHT ALONG FRENCH FIRING LINE 


Goes With Aviator Frém Paris Sub- 
urb, Then Returns by Air 

to Capital. 
PARIS, Aug. 13.—Ralph Pulitzer of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch and the 
New York World yesterday flew from a 
suburb of Paris to the fighting front in 
a new type of double motor biplane, 
which was operated by a military avia- 
tor. Mr. Pulitzer and the pilot cov- 
ered more than 19 kilometers (about 
9: miles), getting within sight of the 
German lines and so close to earth that 
they could see the German trenches 
and distinguish the bursting of shells. 
After a trip along the firing line the 
biplane was flown back to the capital, 
where it landed safely.

CAUSES DROP IN PRICES 


Dealers See in Move Lack of 
Money, Plan to Hold Gold, 
or Forcing of Dardanelles. 


Be Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 13.— Cancellation yes- 


terday by representatives of the allies 
of contracts aggregating nearly 2,000,000 
bushels of wheat, bought for Sep- 
tember shipment to Europe. was puz- 
ling to the grain trade early today. 

J. Pierpont Morgan was quoted as de- 
nying the reports, which were reflected 


on the Board of Trade at the opening 
today in prices lic to 3c under yes- 
terday’s close. 

September wheat, the option most af- 
fected, closed yesterday at $1.11%. It 
sold in different parts of the pit at the 
opening today at $1.10 to $1.07% Imme- 
diately thereafter there was a sale at 
$1.08. December contracts showed a 
maximum opening decline of Me. at 
$1.06. 

Weakness Renewed, Close Is Nervous. 

Despite a rally that ensued after the 
sharp declines at the start, the market 
later suffered from renewed weakness. 
Owing to the exceptionally high pre- 
miums recently for quick delivery it was 
said that unless European buyers had 
to have shipments immediately, there 
was more profit in reselling at present 
than in fulfillment of export contracts. 
The market closed nervous, 1½ to 3% 
Gase net lower for the day, with Sep- 
tember at $1.07% and December at $1.07%. 

Traders generally were skeptical as to 
the importance of the cancellations, but 
the tone of the market was nervous. 

Not only wero cancellations reported 
by Chicago concerns, but some seaboard 
exporters claimed to have closed out 
open contracts. Canadian exporters 
also reported some cancellations. 

What Patten Says. 

Jamet A. Patten, a former Board 41 
Trade operator, discussing the cancella- 
tions, said: 

“If peace were in sight, Europe would 


the credit to get it. The éancellation 
of orders, therefore, would seem to in- 
dicate one of two things: Either Eu- 
rope has found a source of the new 
suprly, which means Russia; or Europe 
finds that she cannot pay.” 

It was said that two of thé largest 
firms which canceled contracts were 
the Armour Grain Co. and the J. Rosen- 
baum Grain Co. George C. Marcy, pres- 
ident of the Armour company, said: 

“IT am unable to understand what has 
happened abroad. It must be some- 
thing important or they would not have 
canceled purchases that show such 
profits and give them away. Fossibly 
it is that the Dardanelles are to be 
opened, but we have no information. 
England wants to hold her gold and, 
by buying wheat in Canada and Aus- 
tralia, she can use her credits and keep 
her gold with which to buy munitions. 
If Europe does not buy our wheat free- 
ly it will mean much to us and make 4 
great difference in prices.” 

Buyers Accept Loss. 

Emanuel F. Rosenbaum of the J. 
Rosenbaum company said: “Our own 
cancellations were not very heavy. It 
was about three days ago that the buy- 
ing stopped. The European buyers 
Started to beg out of their purchases, 
accepting a loss from 8 to 10 cents a 
bushel, I should say.“ 


Nothing Known of Cancellation, 
Statement at Morgan Office. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Nobody in au- 
thority at the offices of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., it was said today, knew any- 
thing about the cancellation of orders 
for 2,000,000 bushel of wheat by repre- 

sentatives of the allies. 

All the Morgan orders for wheat and 
other supplies for the a‘jies have been 
under the supervision of E. R. Stetinius, 
president of the Diamord Match Co., 
who is in charge of the export depart* 
ment of the Morgan firm. Through his 
secretary Stetinius repeated today a 
previous statement in wich he asserted 
J. P. Morgan & Co. had not canceled 
any orders and that the ruggestion that 
they had done so was ridiculous. 

When the statements of Messrs. Mar- 
cy and Rosenbaum, telling of the can- 
cellations, were brought to the secre- 
tary's attention, with the suggestion 
that Stetinius might care to comment 
on them, the secretary brought back 
word that these were matters with 
which the Morgan firm was not con- 
cerned. 

During the time that J. P. Morgan 
Co. have been handling war orders for 
Europe the firm has maintained a policy 
of silence concerning the amounts of or- 
ders and all other details involved. It 
was understood that the firm would 
continue this policy.

Footman Pushes Chauffeur's

Harry Woodcock, the gray-liveried 
chauffeur of H. Clay Pierce, oil mag- 
nate, was driving the Pierce automo- 


bile west on Locust street, at 11:15 
o’clock today, with Frank Crandall, the 
gray-liveried footman, beside him on 
the box, and they were telling each 
other what they thought of each other. 

Woodcock said he had a.good notion 
to push Crandall’s nose around to the 
back of his head. Crandall said he had 
a good notion to push Woodcock’s head 
through the windshield. Woodcock, 
who is big chauffeur, slapped Cran- 
dall, who is a small footman. Crandall 
jumped up on the seat, seized Wood- 
cock’s head and pushed it through the 
windshield. 

Woodcock, still steering the machine 
with one hand, seized Crandall with the 
other and was trying to push him down 
where he could be sat upon when a 
policeman interfered and made Wood- 
cock stop the machine and arrested 
both. Woodcock’s face was bleeding 
from cuts received when the little foot- 
man pushed his head through the wind- 
shield. : 

Both were taken to the Central Dis- 
trict Station.

PETROGRAD, Aug. 13—The NR. 


sian armies, having successfully 
extricated themselves from the 
Warsaw sack itn which the Ger- 


mans tried to inclose them, are now 
stubbornly opposing the German ad-+ 
vance toward Bialystok on a line 70 
miles to the east of Warsaw and on 


both sides of the railroad between 
the Polish capital and Bialystok. 
The Baltic German campaign appears 


to be at a standstill, with the Russians 
astride the highway between Vilkomir 
and Poniewisch, threatening the com- 
munications between these invading 
armies. 

The Germans are approaching slightly 
nearer to Kovno. They are pounding 
that position with their heavy guns, to 
which Russian artillery is replying et- 
fectively. Peasants who escaped from the 
German labor gangs describe the delib- 
erate preparations for the assault on 
Kovno, which were begun three months 
ago. The Germans imported an enor- 
mous mass of structural materials, built 
paved roads from the westward and dug 
foundations 15 feet deep Yor mortars, 
taking endless pains in preparing the ce- 
ment platforms. When the refugees es- 
caped no 42-centimeter (16-inch) guns had 
arrived, but those of smalier caliber, 
each requiring three large tractors, were 
being hauled into position. 


Many Obstacies in Way of German 
March to Petrograd. 

LONDON, Aug. 13.—The Russians for 
the time being are holding in check the 
Baltic flank of the German armies, 
which are struggling to cut the Warsaw- 
Petrograd railway and are battling to- 
ward Dvina, beyond which He the roads 
to the Russian capital. This has been 
accomplished with the aid of reinforce- 
ments and by virtue of ene counter at- 
tack after another. 

The strength of the German offensive 
in the Kovno region has led to the as- 
sumption by some of the military ob- 
servers here that ths Germans are now 
aiming at Petrograd. It is pointed out, 
however, that there is a great stretch 
of marshy country between the present 
battlefields and the capital which, it 
is asserted, would make the adventure 
a dangerous one. Besides, the Ger- 
mans would first have to capture Viina, 
Dvingk and Riga, all of which the Rus- 
sians are defending with heavy forces, 
which at times are able to take the of- 
fensive. 

Another naval engagement in the Gulf 
of Riga is reported in the following 
official statement issued at Petrograd: 

„The enemy in great force approached 
simultaneously the en ce of the Guif 
of Riga and the Aland Skerries Tues- 
day and bombarded the lighthouses. 
Coming under fire of our warships and 
shore batteries, the enemy ships rapidly 
put to sea.” 

The British Admiralty reports on the 
operation of a British submarine in the 
fea of Marmora, one of the fleet which 
is interfering with Turkish communica- 
tion by sea. This underwater boat, 
which recently sank the Turkish battle- 
ehip Kheyr-Ed-Din-Barbarossa also has 
sent to the bottom the Turkish torpedo 
gunboat Berk-i-Satvet, which carried 166 
men, and an empty transport. Nothing 
was said in the Admiralty communica- 
tion of the former German cruisers 
Breslau and Goeben, now owned by the 
Turks, both of which are unofficially 
reported to have been sunk. 

After sinking the Kheyr-Ed-Din-Bar- 
barossa, a gunboat and a transport, says 
at dispatch to the Times from Mitylene, 
the two British submarines, which ac- 
complished the feat, drew close to shore 
shelled a column of Turkish troops 
marching toward the town of Gallipoil, 
inflicting heavy losses upon them. “a 

Dardanelles Menace Removed, — 
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warship, presumably the battleship 
Sinop, is lying in the outer roadstead 


at Mangelia, Rumania. The warship ‘s

SIEDLCE TAKEN 
BY THE GERMANS 


Polish City, 55 Miles Southeast 
of Warsaw Falls Into In- 
vaders’ Hands. 


BERLIN, via London, Aug. 13.—The 
Polish city of Siedice, 55 miles south- 
east of Warsaw, has been captured 
by the Germans. Announcement to 
this effect was made today at army 
headquarters. 

The city of Siedice lay directly in 
the path of the German forces which 
pressed eastward from Warsaw after 
the capture of that place. It is in 
this section that the Austro-Ger- 
man forces are advancing most rap- 
idly. Sledlee is the capital of the 
province of that name and has 25,000 


inhabitants. * 


The statement says: 

“The troops of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg, which are before Kovno, 
made progress. In the Dvina section 
the Russians made repeated attacks. 
without success. 

“Between the Narew and the Bug we 
made further advances, although the 
enemy continually brought fresh attack- 
ing troops to this front and his resist- 
ance had to be broken from section to 
section. 

“The army of Gen. von Scholz took 900 
prisoners yesterday and captured three 
cannon and two machine guns. 

“Since Aug. 10 the army of Gen. von 
Gallwitz has captured 6550 Russians, 
including 18 officers, nine machine guns 
and one pioneering depot. 

“The troops of Prince Leopold of Ba- 
varia have reached the District of So- 
kolow, during continuous fighting. After 
having captured the city of Siedice, last 
night, they reached the Lwiec section.“ 


SIX KILLED IN 
AIRSHIP RAID ON 
ENGLISH COAST 


Bombs Injure 23 and Damage 14 
Houses; Zeppelin Crippled, 
but Escapes. 


LONDON, Aug. 13.—Official announce- 
ment was made today on an airship raid 
last night on the east coast of England. 
Six persons were killed and 28 injured. 
ne Zeppelin, the announcement says, 
probably was damaged, but escaped. 

Fourteen houses were damaged serious- 
ly by bombs. 

The text of the announcement follows: 

“Two Zeppelins visited the east coast 
last night between 9:80 and 11:45 p. m., 
dropping incendiary and explosive 
bombs in various places, resulting in 
the following casualties: 

“Killed, four men, two women; in- 
jured, three men, 11 women, nine chil- 
dren, all civilians. Fourteen houses 
were seriously damaged. 

“The Zeppelins were engaged at some 
points but succeeded in getting away 
from our aircraft patrols. One of the 
Zeppelins was probably damaged by the 
mobile anti-aircraft section.” 


Last night’s raid of Zeppelins was the 
second this week. On Monday night 
Zeppelins flew over the English coast 
and with their bombs killed 14 persons 
and wounded 14 others. 

These raids mark the renewal of the 
Zeppelin attacks on England after an 
interval of several weeks. The lart 
previous raid, with the exception of a 
minor attack on Harwich early in July, 
was on June 15, when 16 persons were 
killed and 40 injured. In all there have 
been nearly a score of these attacks, re- 
gulting in the death of more than 100 
persons.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—The last of- 


States army who saw service in the 
Civil War has been placed on the re- 
tirec list. He is Col. John L. Clem. 
Quartermaster’s Department, who 
reached the age of 64 years and wound 
up his official duties at the War De- 
partment, where he has been stationed 
for many years. 

He retires with the additional rank of 
Brigadier-General in accordance with 
an act of Congress. 

Col. Clem is commonly known as The 
Drummer Boy of Chickamauga,’ be- 
cause as a lad of 10 he ran away from 
home and attached himself to the Twen- 
ty-pecond Michigan Infantry regiment 
and beat the drum in some of the blood- 
fest battles in which that organization 
participated, notably at Shiloh and at 
Chickamauga, where he is accredited 
with having killed a Confederate 
Colonel.

Italians Repulse 
Attack Over Glacier 
11,000 Feet High 


ROME, Aug. 13. 

HE effectiveness of Italian 
1 Alpine troops in repulsing two 

Austrian attempts to cross the 
frontier through passes of the Alps 
at an altitude of 10,000 feet is 
praised by the Italian War Office 
in today’s official statement. The 
announcement says: 

In the steep rugged zone of the 
Furva Valley the enemy, who on

He was then counter-at- 
tacked and forced to flee.“

Director of Public Utilities Hooke will 
appoint a chief inspector and four dep- 
uties, instead of 12 deputy inspectors of 
interior electric wiring, when the ordi- 
nance establishing the municipal bureau 
becomes effective; Aug. 21.

PEACE PROPOSALS 
70 RUSSIA DENIED 


Will Be Made When Enemies 
Recognize Their Failure,” Of- 
ficial Organ Says. 


“HONORABLE PEACE ONLY” 
“We Count on Emperor to 


Guide Us to This Kind,” Prince 
von Buelow Declares.

BERLIN, via London, Aug. 18.~The 
report that Germany made peace pro- 
posals to Petrograd last week through 
the King of Denmark is denied by the 
Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung (Gov- 
ernment organ), which says: 

“The German Government would not 
reject reasonable peace proposals if 
such should be laid before it, but the 
time to make peace proposals on its 
part will come only when hostile Gov- 
ernments show themselves ready to rec- 
ognize tle failure of their military un- 
dertaking against us.“ g 

Speaking at a patriotic meeting at 
Hamburg, Prince von Buelow, former 
Chancellor of the empire, declared that 
Germany may need peace, but only an 
honorable peace of which she may be 
proud and which will compensate her 
for her heroism and her colossal sacri- 
fices. 

“We count on Emperor William to 
guide un to this kind of peace, and we 
want no other,“ he said. 


American Cardinals Said to Have 
Called a Peace Meeting. 
LONDON, Aug. 13.—The Morning Post 


that considerable attention has been 
given by the Italian press to an an- 
nouncement that Cardinals Gibbons art 
O'Connell of Baltimore and Boston, re- 
spectively, have called a meeting of neu- 
tral Cardinals and Bishops to be held 
in Switserland in the course of a few 
weeks for the purpose of discussing 
some concrete proposal for arranging 
terms of peace between the belligerent. 

This conference, while not inspired di- 
rectly by the Vatican, is said to have 
unofficial approval from the Pope, who, 
for the moment, has said his last word 
on peace in his latest message to the 
rulers of the warring Powers. The ini- 
tiative of the Cardinals is supposed to 
have arisen from the fact that Cardinal 
Gibbons recently conferred with Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

The Morning Post remarks that this 
plan is probably not unknown to, nor 
lacks assistance from German and 
Austrian sources.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—White House 
officials say that Cardinal Gibbons has 
not seen the President about the peace 
meeting of Cardinals and Bishops to be 
held in Switzerland, 

Vatican Circles Said to Think Ger- 

many Will Propose Peace. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—The Rome corre- 
spondent of the Daily News cables: 

“Prospects of peace, which until a 
fortnight ago were considered remote 
in well-informd Vatican circles, are now 
unexpectedly improved. The impression 
prevails in the Pope’s entourage that 
the olive branch is to be offered by Ger- 
many which, unvanquished and still 
sufficiently powerful to continue the 
war, is able to take the intiative in a 
peace movement without assuming the 
role of suppliant. 

“A member of the Papal household 
who wishes his name withheld—though 
it may be said that it is not Mgr. Ger- 
lach, the only German Papal chamber- 
lain now at the Vatican—asserts that, 
according to indirect information, Ger- 
many expects to propose acceptable 
terms of peace to the allies. 

“These terms, said my informant, 
prove that it is Germany's intention to 
end the war without securing great ter- 
ritorial advantages or increasing its 
power. 

“She will merely safeguard complete 
liberty and insist on equal rights with 
cther nations. If the terms are accept- 
ed by the allies, peace will follow as a 
matter of course, but possibly the main 
difficulty consists of the lack of suffi- 
cient guarantees by the Powers to abide 
by the conditions, since the war has in- 
creased the distrust among the nations. 

“It is thought, however, that this dif- 
ficulty might be overcome by finding 
the requisite formula, especially since 
the Pope is determined to use his ut- 
most influence in striving for peace 
twhen the outlook is hopeful. 

“Possibly Germany's terms will be 
modified in the course of the negotia- 
tions, but once these are opened they are 
deemed likely to lead to practical re- 
sults, because, as my informant added, 
all the belligerent dread a second winter 
campaign, and even if the war ends in a 
draw, all will be willing to sheathe the 
sword. The Pope is reported to be op- 
timistic, and is doubling his efforts in 
the hope that peace may be obtained by 
Christmas.“ 

“Peace Certain in October,” State - 
ment in German Order of the Day. 
LONDON, Aug. 13.—A signifi- 

cant order of the day, predict- 
ing a resumption by the Ger- 
mans of a vigorous offensive in 
the West, has been issued to the 
Teutonic armies in Flanders, accord- 
ing to the Amsterdam Telegraf.

LONDON, Aug. 13.—The Balkan cap- 
itals are showing the liveliest interest in 
the reports that the Germans are pre- 
paring to launch a campaign against 
Servia, according to special dispatches 
from Bucharest. Sofia, and Athens, 
printed in this morning’s newspapers, 
several of the correspondents declare 
that the proposed German offensivé 
against Servia would be “a blessing in 
disguise,” because it probably would 
bring about a union of the Balkan 
states. 

The editorials express the belief that 
the Balkan situation is hopeful for the 


j quadruple entente Powers. The general 


impression conveyed is that Servia wol 
be successfully pressed to yield to the 
Bulgarian demands and that the diplo- 
mats of the entente Powers apparentiv 
are now engaged in trying to arrange a 
suitable compensation for Servia. 

The assertion is made that if the allies 
win, Servia will probably be given the 
whole of Bosnia and Herzegovina with 
an outlet to the Adriatic and an indirect 
outlet through Crotia to Fiume. This, 
it is declared, will represent at least 
ten times the value of the concessions 
which she is asked to make to Bulgaria. 


Allies’ Plans in Balkans Doomed to 

Failure, Says German Paper. 
. AMSTERDAM, via London, Aug. 13. 
—Representations made by the En- 
tente Powers can be regarded as 
doomed to failure, declares the 
Frankfurter Zeitung in discussing 
the Balkan situation. 

Regarding the same subject, 
Vossische Zeitung says: 

“The agreement between Bulgaria 
and Turkey now is so complete that 
it cannot be disturbed. The actual 
fabrication of notes suddenly begun 
by the Entente Powers is merely in- 
tended to throw sand in the eyes of 
the world as the Entente Powers 
know only too well how the situation 
stands regarding Bulgaria.

For the loss of the larger part of ts 
fraction of the Bulgar people Buiga- 
rian statesmanship is responsible. It 
was the decision of Czar Ferdinand and 
his advisers to attack Greece and Ser- 
via in 1913, which provoked the second 
Balkan war, and the ruin of Bulgarian 
hopes. The attack itself was a piece of 
treachery, which takes dishonorable: 
rank beside Germany's Belgian exploit, 
and belongs to the same school of mor- 
als. 

But the consequences of the attack 
are now borne by something like a mi- 
lion Bulgars, who were innocent of all 
complicity in the crime. Today Mace- 
donia, the portion of Macedonia which 
has ever been recognized as Bulgar in 
race, language, but above all in the 
desire of its population, is subject to 
Greek and Servian masters. 

Go back to the Serbo-Bulgar treaty 
which preceded the first Balkan war, 
and it will be recalled that Servia 
agreed to recognize Bulgaria’s claim to 
all of Macedonia east and south of a 
line drawn from Lake Ochrida to the 
point of contact of Servia, Bulgaria and 
the Turkish Vilayet of Kossovo. This 
gave to Bulgaria Monastir, Ochrida, 
Kuprili, Istip and Prilep. At the close 
of the war Greece was prepared to sur- 
render her claim to the portion of Mace- 
donia east of the Struma River, includ- 
in Drama, Kovala and Zeres. 


servia Held to Agreement. 

But the Servian agreement was based 
on the presupposition that Servia should 
have Albania north of the Skumbi River. 
When Austria vetoed this Servia claimed 
as compensatlon' the portion of Mace- 
donia her armies had conquered, includ- 
ing Monastir, Kuprill, Ochrida and Pri- 
lep. Bulgaria declined to make such a 
cession, holding Servia bound by her 
agreement and naturally refusing to 
give up territory inhabited by a popu- 
lation which desired to join Bulgaria. 

While the question was still being de- 
bated, Bulgaria struck Servia and 
Greece, who had made a common cause. 
But this treacherous attack failed, Bul- 
garian troops.were driven out of Mace- 
donia by the combined Servian and 
Greek armies. At the same time Turkey 
retook Adrianople and Rumania invaded 
Bulgarta from the north and seized 4 
wide district about Silestria and between 
the Danube and the Black Séa. 

At Bucharest the victors divided the: 
spoils. Servia kept all of Macedonia 
west of the mountains, including Istip as 
well as Monastir and Prilep. Greece 
took Kavala and Drama, pushing her 
frontier east to the Kara-Su. Turkey re- 
took all of Thrace save a small district 
between the Aegean and the Rhodop- 
fans, west of the Maritza. Rumania an- 
nexed the region between the Danube 
and the Black Sea. 


By these annexations there was taken 
from Bulgaria 1,250,000 people, who in- 
habited regions Bulgarian troops had 
conquered, or districts which Were Bul- 
garian before the war. in addition, her 
claim on 500,000 people in Macedonia 
about Monastir was fortified to Selbla.

Greece de- 
clines to yield these, although Venize- 
los once agreed to make this cession if 
the allies would guarantee the integri- 
ty of Greece and pledge themselves to 
give her Smyrna and the west coast of 
Asia Minor at the close of the war. 

Rumanian willingness to give back 
her stealings between the Danube and 
the Black Sea has been generally ac- 
cepted. This is a smal! price to pay for 
security in the rear, while Rumanian 
armies are invading Transiyvania and 
Bukowina. As for Adrianople, this can 
be retaken by Bulgarian armies if they 
enter the war. Such are the conditions 
in the present Balkan game. 

New Considerations to Be Met. 

But it must be recognized that Austro- 
German success has brought new con- 
siderations to the fore. Bulgaria has 
grievances against both Greece and Ser- 
via, but Austro-German advance to the 
Aegean is deadly peril to her, for she 
would be caught between Turkey and the 
Sultan’s great allies. Greece, by the same 
token, would lose Salonica. Rumania 
would cease to be the dominant power 
in the Balkans. 

It is a common peril Which is moving 
all the Balkan States toward an ac- 
commodation of their separate griev- 
ances. In addition there is the power- 
ful influences of allied diplomacy, which 
is endeavoring io enlist a million new 
soldiers and by bringing in the Bulga- 
rian army seal the fate of Constantino. 
ple. 

Complex as is the situation and con- 
flicting as are the issues, it is well to 
recall that what Bulgaria now demands 
is the realization of a legitimate ambi- 
tion to free Bulgaria from alien rule. 
If this is a war of liberation, then no 
people better deserve freedom than the 
Macedonian Bulgars, and the statesmen 
of Sofia are thoroughly justified in plac. 
ing such a condition upon their partici-

ADVENTURES OF 
DARING GERMAN 
CRUISER METEOR 


Auxiliary Got to Orkney Islands 
Before British Warships 
Discovered Her. 


By Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Aug. 13 (by wireless to Say- 
vine — The adventurous career of the 
German auxiliary cruiser, Meteor, which 
was blown up by her cctmmander to es- 
cupe the British warships after she had 
sunk the British auxiliary cruiser Ram- 
sey, is described by. the Overseas News 
Agency as follows: 


“According to private reports, the Me- 
teor, a converted merchanr steamer, suc- 
eceded in breaking throvgh the lines of 
British patrol ships and, traveling to 
the Orkney Islands, 580 miles from her 
base, she laid a large number of mines 
and destroyed British merchant ships. 

Finally she encountered the British 
cruiser Ramsey, which she sank after @ 
splendid maneuver. The captain of the 
Meteor, whose crew consisted of about 
22 men, saved and captured & men 
from the Ramsey and it is probable 
that more than 60 others were drowned. 

“British battle cruisers, notified by 
wireless, pursued the Meteor. After the 
Meteor had burned, off Horn’s Reef, on 
the Danish coast, the Danish merchant- 
man, Jason, the little German craft. 
facing four British cruisers, stopped a 
Norwegian steamer, transferred the cap- 
tured British crew of the Ramsey and 
also put the Danish soldiers on board. 

“This boat escaped from her pursu- 
ers and reached port safely with the 
captured Englishmen. The Meteor was 
sunk by exploding her mines.”

“If the peace conferences between 
the factions in Mexico reach a suc- 
cessful end,” Lombardo’s message 
said, “not only Gen. Villa, but all the 
civil and military elements affiliated 
with the Convention party would be 
disposed to eliminate themselves if 
‘necessary, with the single condition 
that the men who are placed in 
charge of the new situation shall 
solemnly agree to restore constitu- 
tional order and that they shall not 
be drawn from the decadent and 
edious Cientifico, or reactionary 
party.” 

Lombardo also said that he firmly 
believed in the good will of President 
Wilson toward Mexico, and that the 
American Government would not at- 
tempt armed intervention. 

Negotiations Blocked. 
Enrique C. Liorente, Washington 

representative df Gen. Villa, gave out 
letters which have passed between 
him and Eliseo Arredondo, the Car- 
ransa representative here. Llorente 
began the correspondence on observ- 
ing in the press that Charies A. 
Douglas. Washington Counsel for 
Carranza, had filed a brief with the

Nation’s Need of 
Strength Being Drilled Into 
Business-Men Recruits. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Into 
the heads of 1100 influential men of New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia and Chicago, 
at te military training camp here, the 
officers of the regular army assigned to 
train business men in the business of 
teing soldiers, are driving one idea with 
a persistency that is astonishing. The 
idea is this: 

“We are unprepared.”’ 

Gen. Leonard Wood voiced that idca 
in a speech to the business men. Today 
a score of instructors, all regular army 
men, instilled the same thought into 
the minds of theze men who may in- 
fluence Congressmen. No more striking 
remark was made than chat of the in- 
structor in artillery practice, who said 
in substance: 

“Gen. Longstreet and Gen Hill, at the 
batt!~ of Gettysburg, had in their two 
corps in service, only nine fewer field 
guns than there are in the regular army 
in the United States today. As a matter 
of fact, the regular army has today, 
east of the Mississippi River, only three 
batteries of field artillery.“ 

Students Are Astonished. 

The doctors, lawyers, merchants and 
others, who had an idea that this coun- 
tr.“ was ready at any moment to repel 
an invasion, gasped at the assertion that 
there are in the East today fewer fielu 
guns than the European nations are 
throwing into the scrap heap every day 
in the great war. 

A dozen schools of instruction were 
started today in the training camp, and 
in nearly every one of them the same 
idea was promulgated. One New York 
City official put it this way: 

“The idea seems to be to impress the 
men who are here with our unprepared- 
ness, not in comparison with the Euro- 
pean countries which are at war, but in 
comparison with the state of the nation 
at the time of other wars in our history. 
They are. driving home the thought that 
something must.be done, and done 
quickly, and I have no doubt that there 
will be a reflection of these ideas in 
the legislation that will be proposed 
when Congress meets again.“ 

Rookies Made to “Sweat,” 
The regular army.officers assigned to 
instruct the uninitiated ‘‘cits” in the 
camp is the most enthusiastic man thers 
is at present. He is simply eating up the 
idea of putting soft “rookies” through 
their paces, making them sweat.“ 
watching them get their hands blistered, 
instilling into them the truth that the 
soldier's life is not a life of ease and 
luxury. 

In addition, today he evolved a new 
plan. There is now a restriction placed 
on newspaper men in the camp. Behind 
the new scheme is this idea, expressed 
by a regular, who, incidentally, nevet 
went through West Point: 

We don't care about publicity for 
this camp. News, yes, if there is an: 
news, but we don't need publicity in 
the East, where everyone knows what 
the situation is and agrees, practically, 
us to what should be done. There may 
be some people in the West and Middle 
West who don't know what ig going on. 
but there is no necessity of telling the 
Hastern man.“

the Middle West and there is a rap- 
idly growing sentiment that if the plan 
of training civilians for war emergen- 
cies is successful a similar camp should 
be established at St. Louis, where it 
would be within easy access of the 
central portion of the country. 

Army officers stationed in St. Louis 
believe it is practically certain that 
other camps like the one at Plattsburg 
will be established next year. 


The present camp affords excellent 
facilities for men in Eastern cities and 
those now being trained there have been 
drawn largely from New York, Phila- 
delphia and Boston. In the Middle West 
there are thousands of men who would 
avail themselves of the training if a 
camp were established in this section. 

Distance From Middle West. 

Lieutenant-Colonel David .S. Stanley, 
commander of the United States army's 
quartermaster department in St. Louis, 
yesterday said that the etsence of mid- 
dle-western men from the camp at 
Plattsburg was not surprising in view 
of the long distance trey would have 
to travel in going to and from the 
camp. 3 

The War Department now operates 
summer training camps for tollege and 
high school students at Plattsburg, N. 
Y., Ludington, Mich. and Chickamauga, 
Tenn. 

The training of business men at the 
Plattsburg camp is entirely distinct from 
the school encampment plan and has 
been tried nowhere else. The age limit 


is 45 years. 
Col. Stanley said that at present the 


War Department has not the funds or 
the needed officers to establish more 
training camps. Before this can be 
done Congress must appropriate money 
for the purpose. 

Bill to Be Introduced, 

“A bill to provide funds for more 
camps will be introduced at the coming 
session of Congress, he said, and 
there is every reason to believe it will 
pass. The amount required will not be 
large. Those who receive military train- 
ing in the camps pay for their trans- 
pertation, board and uniforms, but this 
does not relieve the Government of all 
expense. The estadlishment of a train- 
ing camp for men in the Middle West 
would be a great aid in the present 
movement for the strengthening of <he 
national defense. I believe that it such 
u camp were established it would be at 
Fort Riley or at Fort Leavenworth. 
Both are in Kansas and accessible to a 
large portion of the Middle West, in- 
cluding St. Louis.“

Smith, the wife murderer, was hanged 
today at Maidstone. 


Smith was found guilty by a jury on 
July 1. He was accused of murdering 
three wives in order to collect insurance 
money on their lives. In each case the 
woman was found drowned in a bath tub 
soon aftér the wedding ceremony. 

After Smith was sentenced, the Court, 
complimenting the jury upon its ver- 
dict, declared that the prisoner had 
gone through the ceremony of marriage 
with two other women, both of whom 
he had robbed of money.

Marsans Positively Has Received 
No Salary From Them, He 
Says at Hearing. 


Whether the e club has lived 
up to its side of a contract entéred into 
with Armando Marsans, a Cuban base- 
ball player, was, in the opinion of Judge 
D. P. Dyer, an important point to be 
settled before he could comply with 
the petition asking the dissolution or 
modification of the temporary injunc- 
tion, which now restrains the Terriers’ 
outfielder from playing with the St. 
Louis Feds. 

Testimony along this line, therefore, 
featured the morning hearing of the 
case before United States Judge Dyer, 
Marsans himself being the principal 
witness. 

Attorney C, C. Madison, acting for 
the Federal League in the case, drew 
from Marsans the testimony that the 
Cincinnati club had not sent him a no- 
tice to report for duty at the beginning 
of the present season; that it had not 
paid him any salary since he left the 
club to play with the St. Louis Fed- 
erals last season; and that the Cincin- 
nati club had made no move to show 
that it was exercising any option on 
him for the present season, 

Attorney George Williams, represent- 
ing the Cincinnati Exhibition Company, 
asked if it was the Court’s view that 
the question of whether the Cincinnati 
Club had paid Marsans a salary was 
important in determining his status, and 
when told that it was so considered, 
pointed out that the Cincinnati club was 
under a bond of $13,500 to indemnify the 
St. Louis Federals against any salary 
advances made the Cuban. Williams 
then asked Marsans: 


Got Money, but No Salary. 

Is it not true that you have been 
drawing salary from the St. Louis Fed- 
eral League club, even though you have 
not been permitted to play?“ 

J have not received any sglary from 
anybody. was Marsans’ reply. 

‘You have received no money from 
the St. Louis Federal League club?“ 

I said I had received no salary, I 
have, however, received a loan of $333.29 
the lst and 15th of each month.” 

The Court adjourned the session until 
2 p. m., when testimony along the same 
lines was resumed. 

Marsans joined the St. Lovis club in 
mid-season, 1914, and played only a few 
games before he was restrained by a 
temporary injunction, handed down 
June 26. 

A 14-Montks’ Bench Warmer. 

Since that time Marsans has 
played a game for any club, but has 
been warming the bench during the 
home games and getting what prac- 
tice he could at the park during the 
team’s absence from the city, ready 
to jump into the game when released 
from the restraining order. 

Several efforts have been made to 
have the temporary injunction argued 
on its merits, but they came to noth- 
ing. In February the Marsans case, 
along with others of a similar nature, 
were tied up in the Federals’ suit 
Against the National Commission. As 
the presiding Judge, Landis, was to 
have decided all of the cases simul- 
taneously, but has not as yet handed 
down a decision, no action has been 
had by the Terriers on the matter. 

It is now nearly 14 months since 
the temporary injunction was issued, 
and Marsans has been bound as ef- 
fectually as if the case had been ar- 
gued and settled on its merits. 

Marsans’ actual contract is said to 
have expired in 1914, the much-moot- 
ed reserve clause being the binding 
power relied on by Cincinnati for 


1915. 


RUSSIA TO TEACH MAIMED 
SOLDIERS TO BE LACE MAKERS 


Industry Taken Over by Government. 
Which Sends Agent to U. 8. to 
Create Market for Product. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 13.—Ruasia is 
seeking to create a market in the United 
States for Russian koustar or lace 
handwork of the peasants, with a view 
to providing employment for her 
maimed soldiers, according to an an- 
nouncement made today by Theodors 
Kryshtofovich, special commissioner 
from Russia to the United States, who 
has arrived here from Petrograd via 

Japan. ; 

The direction of the lace industry, 
said the commissioner, has been taken 
over by the Russian Government. Abic- 
todied peasants wilt no longer be al- 
lowed to make lace. This work is to be 
turned over to crippled soldiers inca- 
pacitated for ordinary work. 

Kryshtofovich said he was a special 
representative of the Russian Minister 
of Agriculture and that he was select- 
ed for the mission because of his for- 
iner residence in the United States 
while he was Russian Agriculture Com- 
missioner at St. Louis.

HELDINCONNECTION 
WITH CLUB THEFTS 


Three Members of Meramec 
Sunkist Organization Furnish 
Bond at Clayton. 


Four members of the Sunkist Club, 
On the Meramec River, including its 
President, Raymond L. Bayer, 20 
years old, of 1905 Wagoner place, 
were arrested at their homes in St. 
Louis yesterday afternoon, and were 
locked up in the Clayton Jail, 
charged with robbery. 

The arrests followed those of six 
other members of the club, which 
took place July 11, after seven ad- 
joining clubs had complained that 
goods worth about $300 were stolen 
from their quarters. At that time 
the loft of the Sunkist clubhouse, 
near Crescent, St. Louis County, was 
found to contain a number of articles 
which were claimed by the other 
clubs. 

The explanation, given by the six 
members arrested at that time, was 
that the different clubs along the 
Meramec were accustomed to borrow 
freely and informally from each 
other.

records, bathing sults, sweaters, can- 
vas cots, tent chairs, three heavy blan- 
kets, a hammock and fishing gc

All were released on bond and their 
cases are before Justice Stocker of Clay- 
ton. with no date set for a hearing. 

The members arrested yesterday, be- 
sides Bayer, were Joseph Addis of 4104 
Cook avenue, George Harty of 3644 Cook 
avenue and Ernest Kennedy of 4259 Mor- 
gan street. Each said he was 20 years 
old. They were arraigned before Justice 
Sturdy at Valley Park and a hearing 
was set for next Wednesday. 

Bayer and Harty furnished bond soon 
after being placed in jail, and a bonds- 
man for Kennedy appeared this morn- 
ing. Addis remained in jail and report- 
ers were not permitted to see him. The 
arrests were made by Deputy Constable 
Rucker of Valley Park, accompanied by 
St. Louis detectives. Chief of De- 
tectives Allender of St. Louis ques- 
tioned the men before they were taken 
to Valley Park and Clayton. All de- 
nied that they had any part in any act 
of theft. 

Further Inquiries Made. 

The county authorities, it was learned, 
were told, after the six arrests, that 
they had not caught the right persons. 
They were told that others knew more 
about the articles found in the club’s 
loft than did the youths arrested at 
the club. The arrest of the four mem- 
bers yesterday followed a period of shad- 
owing and inquiry.

Father and Son Arrested, Lived Near

NEGRO KILLED, 3 WHITE MEN 
WOUNDED, IN A TRAIN FIGHT 


Trouble Followed the Cutting Off of 
Iron Mountain Freight Cars Near 
Memphis, Tenn. 

A negro was killed and three white 
men wounded in a fight between train- 
men and negroes on an Iron Mountala 
freight train at the Rock Island cross- 
ing, known as Bridge Junction, near 
Memphis, Tenn., last night, according 
to a statement given out today at Mis- 

souri Pacific headquarters here. 

The train, an extra freight, was cut 
in two at Bridge Junction about & cars 
from the locomotive. Two brakemen 
recoupied it and started forward over 
the cars. They say that six or eight ne- 
groes fired at them. In the fight which 
ensued a negro was killed, Brakeman 
C. N. Buckalew was shot through the 
left hip, and Ed Alford and George 
Hamilton, white men, who are sald to 
have been stealing 4 ride, were injured. 

Buckalew was taken to the company's 
hospital at Little Rock. The other 
white men were treated at Crawfords- 
ville, to which point the negro’s body 
was taken.

No Decision Reached on Pro- 
posal to Call Out All State 
| Troops. 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 13.—Al- 


though few depredations on the part of 


the bands of Mexican raiders were re- 
ported here in the last 2 hours, au- 
thorities in the lower Rio Grande Valley 
continued to try to take measures to 
supprees the lawlessness that almost 
had brought about a reign of terror in 
this section. 


Developments in this matter were ex- 
pected to follow the conference which 
was held at Rockport, Tex., today, 
where Gov. Ferguson is spending his va- 
cation, but no decision was reached re- 
garding the calling out of all State 
troops. Besides the Governor, Adjutant- 
General Henry Hutchings, John N. Gar- 
ner, Congressman from Texas, and oth- 
er prominent citizens of the State dis- 
cussed the border situation. 
Evidence of Conspiracy.

Gen. Scott Ordered to Remain at EI 
Paso. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—MajJor- 
General Scott, chief of staff of the 
army, has been ordered to remain at 
El. Paso to be ready for any mission 
the State Department may have on 
the border. Gen. Scott is reporting 
directly to Secretary Lansing. 

While Gen. Scott is acting as an 
agent of the State Department in 
connection with negotiations between 
the Mexican factions, he also is 
watching the border situation and is 
in communication with Major-General 
Funston. War officials say they 
have no knowledge of the work the 
State Department is asking of the 
chief of staff. 

No more troops were ordered today 
to the border. 

President Wilson personally took up 
the situation on the Mexican border to- 
day with Acting Secretary Breckinridge 
of the War Department and gave di- 
rections that 4ufficient troops be held 
ready for any emergencies. 

Gov. Ferguson's telegram asking for 
more troops is being held at the War 
Department awaiting any further word 
from Major-General Funston. Secre- 
tary Breckinridge reported there were 
no new disorders today. Any further 
troop movements will be left entirely co 
Gen. Funston. 

A detailed statement of the distribu- 
tion of the troops has been laid before 
the President and officials take the view 
that the army can be used further only 
if the Governor of Texas were to cer- 
tify In a constitutional manner that he 
cannot control the situation with the 
State authorities and ask for Federal 
aid.

The Peoria Cutting Off Five 
Hours in Time Between St. 
Louis and Peoria. 


20 HOURS IS THE RECORD 


Capt. Hunter Ben Jenkins, Vet- 
eran of the River, Expects to 
See It Equaled. 


The steamboat Peoria is clipping hours 
from the running tim between St. Louis 


levee that the palmy days of fast steam- 
boating are going to be again. Speed 
is being aimed at in building new boats. 

The speediest boats on the river now, 
however, would have been slow boats 
forty of fifty years ago, according to th 
veteran Capt. Hunter Ben Jenkins, who 
has at his tongue’s tip the speed records 


when steamboating was in its prime. 

The Peoria, latest addition to the St. 
Louis fleet, and believed by its own- 
ers, the Eagle Packet Co., to be the 
fastest thing ‘on Western rivers, ‘s 
making the run to Peoria in five hours 
less time than it was made by the Bald 
Eagle, the Peoria’s predecessor in that 
trade. It leaves St. Louis at 3 p. m. on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays and arrives 
at Peoria between 6 and 7 p. m. of the 
following day. Last Sunday it reached 
Peoria at 6 p. m., beating its own best 
time on a regular run and beating all 
records of recent years. 

Distance Is 240 Miles. 

The distance by river to Peoria is 240 
miles. The Peoria makes about 10 miles 
an hour to Alton and 15 miles an hour 
above Alton, where the current, especial- 
ly in the Tilinols, is not strong. It aver- 
ages 15 miles an hour on the down 
trip. About 8 landings are made on 
the trip. The upstream time of the 
average boat is eight miles an hour. The 
Bald Hagle and otheg, boats in the Fe- 
oria trade usually arrived at Peoria 
some time between 9 p. m. and 3 a. m. 

On its initial trip, when it carried no 
freight and made only a few stops for 
passengers, it left St. Louis at 2 p. m. 
and was scheduled to reach Peoria at 
2 p. m. of the following day. It had to 
lay up at Pekin an hour and a half to 
avoid running into Peoria that much 
ahead of ita nchedule, If it had not laid 
up it would have made the trip in 22% 
hours. 

Ocean Spray Made Record. 

The record to Peoria, according to 
Capt. Jenkins, belongs to the Ocean 
Spray, which, a quarter century ago, 
made the distance on its initial trip in- 
side of 20 hours. On its second trip, 
racing with the Hannibal City, it burned 


at Sawyer’s Bend and many lives were 
lost. 5 


The speed of the Peoria is achieved by 
the trimness of her model and the 
power of her machinery, the same fac- 
tors that counted in the racers of the 
earlier days. There was one factor in 
their speed, however, which is denied to 
modern boats. By the use of wood 
soaked in turpentine they crowded on 
steam until the boilers were ready to 
burst, and sometimes they did burst. 
Under the strict Government regulation 
which prevails now this is not per- 
mitted. 

Capt. Henry Leyhe, master of the Pe- 
oria, believes that his boat, making no 
stops, could come pretty close to the 
record of the Ocean Spray. 

The record between St. Louis and Al- 
ton is accredited to the Altona, accord- 
ing to Capt. Jenkins. It made the % 
miles in one hour and 37 minutes. The 
best time of the Peoria to Alton is one 
hour and 69 minutes. 

The E. Lees Time. 

The Robert E. Lee, in its celebrated 
race with the Natchez from New Or- 
leans to St. Louis, in 1875, made the 1250 
miles in three days, four hours and 17 
minutes, beating the Natchez by two 
hours. The average speed of the Lee 
was a fraction over 16 miles an hour. 

The first Gem City made the round trip 
from here to St. Paul in five days and 
16 hours. The distance is 1000 miles.

20 HOURS IS THE RECORD 


Capt. Hunter Ben Jenkins, Vet- 
eran of the River, Expects to 
See It Equaled. 


The steamboat Peoria is clipping hours 
from the running tim between St. Louis 
ani Peoria and there is talk long the 
levee that the palmy days of fast steam- 
boating are going to be again. Speed 
is being aimed at in building new boats. 

The speediest boats on the river now, 
however, would have been slow boats 
forty oF fifty years ago, according to th 
veteran Capt. Hunter Ben Jenkins, who 
has at his tongue’s tip the speed records 
that were made by the river cruisers 
when steamboating was in its prime. 

The Peoria, latest addition to the St. 
Louis fleet, and believed by its own- 
ers, the Eagle Packet Co., to be the 
fastest thing ‘on Western rivers, ‘s 
making the run to Peoria in five hours 
less time than it was made by the Bald 
Bagle, the Peoria’s predecessor in that 
trade. It leaves St. Louis at 3 p. m. on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays and arrives 
at Peoria between 6 and 7 p. m. of the 
following day. Last Sunday it reached 
Peoria at 6 p. m., beating its own best 
time on a regular run and beating all 
records of recent years. 

Distance Is 240 Miles. 

The distance by river to Peoria is 240 
miles. The Peoria makes about 10 miles 
an hour to Alton and 15 miles an hour 
above Alton, where the current, especial- 
ly in the Tllinois, is not strong. It aver- 
ages 15 miles an hour on the down 


trip. About 80 landings are made on 


the trip. The upstream time of the 
average boat is eight miles an hour. The 
Bald Eagle and otheg, boats in the Pe- 
oria trade usually arrived at Peoria 
some time between 9 p. m. and 3 a m. 

On its initial trip, when it carried no 
freight and made only a few stops for 
passengers, it left St. Louis at 2 p. m.

‘Ocean Spray Made Record. 
The record to Peoria, according to 
Capt. Jenkins, belongs to the Ocean 
Spray. which, a quarter century ago, 
made the distance on its initial trip in- 


pide of 20 hours. On its second trip, 


racing with the Hannibal City, it burned 
at Sawyer’s Bend and many lives were 
lost. . 

The speed of the Peoria is achieved by 
the trimness of her model and the 
power of her machinery, the same fac- 
tors that counted in the racers of the 
earlier days. There was one factor in 
their speed, however, which is denied to 
modern boats. By the use of wood 
soaked in turpentine they crowded on 
steam until the boilers were ready to 
burst, and sometimes they did burst. 
Under the strict Government regulation 
which prevails now this is not per- 
mitted. 

Capt. Henry Leyhe, master of the Pe- 
oria, believes that his boat, making no 
stops, could come pretty close to the 
record of the Ocean Spray. 

The record between St. Louis and Al- 
ton ts accredited to the Altona, accord- 
ing to Capt. Jenkins. It made the 25 
miles in one hour and 87 minutes. The 
best time of the Peoria to Alton is one 
hour and 59 minutes. 

The Robert E. Lee Time.

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch by

The National Guard of the several states is our 
only reserve to and auxiliary of the regular army, 
and should be morally and actively supported by 
the people. 

One of the great needs of the National Guard 
ot Missouri is the enactment of laws compelling 
a strict compliance on the part of its members 
with their oath of enlistment and requiring those 
citizens or corporations, whose employes are 
volunteer soldiers, to allow them to perform their 
duties without prejudicing their positions. When 
a member of the National Guard is ordered to a 
camp of instruction it should be as imperative 
that his employer allow him to attend as it is 
that he allow an employe to perform his duties 
when summoned as a juror. 

Members of the National Guard are by law ex- 
cused from jury duty. Their camp duty should 
be considered by their employers as taking the 
place of jury duty. Without some such compell- 
ing law and the moral support of the community, 
the officers are powerless to create and maintain 
a really efficient organization. What would the 
United States Army amount to without its com- 
pulsory laws and if the people and courts be- 
littled and opposed it? How can the National 
Guard be proficient when the community ridicules 
it, the business men discourage their employes 
from joining and often threaten to discharge them 
if they go to camp, and if the labor unions con- 
tinue, as they now do, to prohibit members of 
their unions from joining it? 

Another great need is a thorough understanding 
of and the gctive participation as members in 
the organization of more of oùr business and pro- 
fessional men, thereby raising the standard of the 


National Guard in the eyes of the community as 


a whole and gaining for it a moral support that 
it now lacks. 

The public at large, and unfortunately, too many 
prominent business end professional men, look 
upon the guard as an organization composed of 
boys who are solely actuated by the desire to play 


soldiering, strut around in a uniform and who 


want a frolic once a year. This idea also per- 
meates our legislative halls where our lawmakers 
look upon the guard as a somewhat necessary 
evil, to be supported as little as possible. The 
United States Government in its attempt to be 
prepared, and because the idea of a larger stand- 
ing army is unpopular, expends $115,000 a year 
or the National Guard of Missouri to $56,000 ex- 
rended by the State. 

Another need is men to join and fit themselves 
to become commissioned and noncommissioned 
officers who would be available as officers of 
volunteers in case a large expansion in numbers 
is needed for any purpose whatever. 

There are no more patriotic men than those 
who volunteered from Missouri in 1898 and yet 
regiments lost more men by death from prevent- 
able diseases in a camp in the United States in 
six weeks than the volunteer infantry regiments 
did from bullets and disease {n two years of ac- 
tive campaigning in the Philippines. One was pre- 
pared and had instructed officers and the other 
had neither trained officers nor preparation. 

Our citizens paid the tax in the lives of their 
sons for unpreparedness. Did employers but 
recognize the fact that a young man who has 
served honorably through an enlistment in the 
army or National Guard has learned strict obe- 
dience to law, is more unquestionably amenable 
to house and business rules and is more con- 
scientious regarding the property, they would 
not only welcome him in their employ but would 
pay a premium for his services, 

Business men would aid their sons in their 
future business life did they but know that those 
sons by serving in an efficient volunteer organiza- 
tion would learn system, order, obedience and, 
if qualified, the habit of command.

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SPOILS COSTS AND EFFICIENCY COSTS. 

The newest excuse for an attack by the spoils- 
men on the efficiency system is its cost. It is 
said the city is paying commissioners $3000 a year 
to select a few clerks and laborers whose pay is 
far less than their own. 
No conscientiously administered efficlency sys- 
tem could incur any costs comparable with those 
of the wretched spoils system. Every citizen 
knows the huge percentage of the annual tax levy 
that goes to meet the salaries of appointees and 
the enormously greater number of persons re- 
quired to perform a given service in city employ 
than is required in private employ. 
The salaries of the swarming incompetents who 
get on the city pay roll through pull represent 
only a small part of their cost. Their irresponsi- 
bility and inadequacy cause a damage that would 
make them expensive even if they received no 
salaries at all. Competitive examinations may 
not supply the ideal test of fitness, but their 
value is in putting into the discard the old se- 
lective methods by political test. Anyway, the 
ideal can only be approximated. 
At 10 times its present cost the Efficiency Com- 
mission will be cheap if it ends forever the sys- 
tem under which the city jobs were looked on as 
the personal property of the appointing power, 
to be so distributed as to further its political in- 
terests or even, as we have seen in a recent case, 
to further its “real estate” or other business in- 
terests. 
These Efficiency Commissioners, at $3000 a year, 
have it in their power to save St. Louis a million 
dollars in wasted salary money in the next few 
years.

ormed. I feared that his absence from 
the game for two years would have 
dulled his luster. 

However, he was as gcod as he ever 
was. He weighed three pounds more 
than he did when I last saw him in 
uniform and he proved the same mar- 
velous fielder. I never saw a better 
judge of a bad-bounding ball, a surer 
man on the short hop. Indeed, I never 
fancied many inflelders more than 1 
did Hauser in his prime. 


“After I felt convinced that Arnold | 


was able to get in there and help my 
club I advised him to communicate with 
the local club and find cut if they were 
willing to trade. Hauser was eager to 
jcin the Cubs, but in answer to his last 
communication with the Cardinal man- 
agement he received a note from Man- 
ecer Huggins saying that he (Huggins) 
didn’t believe Hauser was ready to re- 
enter the game.
